•work of young Schneider, who struck 
him on the head with a stone as he 
was passing him on a flat gravel car 
near Elmhurst. The stone struck the 
Chinaman in the head and relied him 
to the ground, and the body was af- 
terward picked up and brought into 
town by a passenger train and at a 
Coroner's inquest held on the remains 
it was decided that the Chinaman must 
have fallen from the rear end of a 
train, as he happened to have a ticket 
in his hat. 


WATCHED A BANKER. 


The plan to hold up Banker Prather 


is 
told 
by Elmer 
Crowhurst, 
the 


younger brother of the leader of the 
gang, and corroborated to some extent 


• by Percy Pembroke. 


The plan was to waylay him as he 


returned home from the theater. The 
scheme was spoiled, so the younger 
Crowtvurst says, because he 
hacked 


out. 


Pembroke.., says , that he 
was em- 


--"-.-ployed with some painters at work on' 
.*,: the Prather home on Alice street,.and 
f 
was busily engaged 
in mixing' some 


-paint at the rear of the house one day 
when Jim Crowhurst came around to 
fix a lawn mower. 


"I was working at the Prather home 


with some painters," said Pembroke. 
"and was mixing paint, when suddenly 
Jim Crowhurst came around there. I 
don't think he knew I was there, and 
•we got to talking. 
He used 
to go 


around with a little bag of tools and 
•would fix sewing machines and lawn 
mowers and things like that, and I 
think he got something to fix there. 
Anyhow he got around back there and 
after we had talked awhile he showed 
me two pistols he had in the bag- with 
the tools. 
He told me he had been 


having pretty good luck, but did not 
tell me Just -what he was thinking ot 


doing. That-was all that I saw of him 
there, but I should not be surprised if 
he was looking around trying to se" 
what chance thers was to steal some- 
thing." 


SOMETHING GOOD.

Crowhurst says that his brother Jim 
told him to come out with him, as 
he had something good 
staked out.

I guess it was because we had to wait 
so long that I got afraid."

REMARKABLE ESCAPES. 


The ' Fire Department

The scene which followed the. collapse 


is indescribable. Most of'those injured 
were young women. 


The collapse occurred at 8^45 o'clock 


without warning.. Telephone communi- 
cation was sent to the various hospitals 
and doctors throughout 
the city, and 


within half an hour twenty-five doctors 
and four ambulances were on the scene, 


The various stores In the neighborhood 


were turned into emergency hospitals and 
mattresses were brought from various de- 
partment stores for-the care of the vic- 
tims. 


PITIABLE" SCENES.

So Shakespeare wrote of Cardinal 


Wolsey and with truth may the name 
words be applied to Judss Greene. 
I 


was/ yet a boy when first I made his 
acquaintance. His uusters and difini- 
fled person—every Inch a judge—and 
his deep voice enunciating some doc- 
trine of law from the bench or cas- 
tiagting a trembling attorney struck 
awe' into my soul, but as I came to 


:inow him better I realized that he 
'was one of the Kindliest and most 
humane of men. 


Xotwithstandins. Judge Greene had 


a State-wide reputation as a 
most 


severe man on the bench. This was 
partly deserved, bu,t It can also 
be 


~Eaid that no lawyer who came before 
••^vtim with' his case prepared and his 


points and authorities ready for cita-' 
tion had anything to fear in the way 
of censure. It was at the 
attorney 


•who knew neither the law nor 
the 


facts of his case thai Judge Greene 
aimed his bitterest sarcasm. The wit- 
ness who told the truth before him 
was protected and commended. And 
yet the Judge told me once that there 
was nothing he disliked so-much as a 
controversy, whether with an attorney 
or a witness. "After an altercation in 
court," he said, "I am not myself for 


» a. day or two and sometimes a week 


at a time. A quarrel seems to upset 
my whole physical and 
mental 
or- 


ganization." 


This statement would seem almost 


incredible to 
one 
who 
saw 
Judge 


Greene volleying and thundering at 
a refractory witness or refusing' to 
listen to the argument of some lawyer, 
telling him he should go to school and 
learn his business or that his argu- 
ment was idiotic and expressions of, 
like character. 


1 happened 
into 
Judge 
Greene's 


courtroom one day in 1S88 at a time 
when W. "W. Foote and R. M. Fitz- 
gerald were defending 
a 
Southern 


Pacific brakeman accused of burglar- 
izing cars of the company. A detec- 
tive was in the 
witness ' chair 
and 


• Koote 'was cross-examining in^his for- 


[•i^vibte and energetic style. 
The room 


seemed full of' pyrotechnics and what 
Foote didn't say or insinuate to that 
witness is not laid down in the book 
entitled "The Art of Cross-Examlna- 
tion." Judge Greene finally remarked 
to Foote. "I see no necessity for any 
ungentleman:y or rough language or 
usage from witness or counsel and 1 
trust the examination from this . on 
will proceec'i in a decent, orderly and 
gentlemanly way on both sides and 
with this remark let us go on." 


But Foote had something 
to say. 


"If your Honor means," he said, "to 
say that I have proceeded indecently 
or not as a gentleman, I resent the 
imputation from this or 
any 
other 


court." 
Further 
remarks 
followed 


from court and counsel arid then, the 
case being ready for argument, Foote 
proceeded to address the jury, con- 
trary to h:s usual custom, as he liked 
to close Jor the 
defense. He 
had 


evidently come to the conclusion 
that 


it might lc; well to remain away from 
court during the afternoon. 
How- 


ever, after the noon recess he did not 
make his appearance, and 
although 


Judge Greene solicitiously Inquired as 
to Foote's whereabouts no one could 
enlighten him. 
Some days, perhaps 


weeks, elapsed and then Judge Greene 
sent word to Foote that he 
desired 


him to'appear in his court and make 
an explanation of his conduct. Foote 


,j0ent an answer to the 
Judge 
that 


'aroused ths latter's ire to suoh an 
extent thai fifty days after the hap- 


pening In eourt he made ac order ad- 
judging Foote guilty of sontempt~o{ 
court and ordering him to pay a Una 
of $300. Foote was arrested and sued 
out a writ of.habeas corpus'before the 
Supreme Court , That tribunal decided 
that as Foote had not been summar- 
ily adjudged guilty of contempt 
ot 


court and the order. Imposing'a fine 
had been made without notice, that 
the lawyer waa entitled to his release 
from custody. The Judge .and Foote 
remained enemies 
for 
years 
after 


this happening, but finally I believe, 
through the good offices of Postmaster 
Dargie, they wera brought 
together 


and remained fast.friends .up to the 
time of Foote's death. 


A year or two prior to this happen- 


ing a controversy arose between S. F. 
Daniels 
and Frederick W. Henshaw, 


now Justice of the Supreme Court, as 
to who was entitled to hold possession 
of the Police Court of the city of Oak- 
land. Judge Greene held that Daniels 
was entitled to the office and 
when 


Henshaw refused to vacate, committed 
the latter to the County Jail with an 
alternative of paying $500 for 
con- 


tempt of court. Henshaw took an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court, which up- 
held the decision oi' Judge Greane, but 
later, in another action, held that Hen- 
shaw was entitled to the office and not 
Daniels. As a result of this litigation 
Judge Greene and Justice 
Henshaw. 


were unable to see each other when 
they passed on the , same side ofi the 
street, but afterwards 
they 
became 


reconciled and when Justice Henshaw 
was a candidate for Justice of the Su- 
preme Court, he had no more ardent 
supporter than Judge Greene. 


About fifteen years ago a man nam- 


ed Todd was killed by the local train 
and left a'considerable estate. A bro- 
ther and others produced what 
was 


subsequently 
proved to be a forged 


will, giving them the estate. The forg- 
ers were taken into custody. One eve- 
ning the trial of one of the conspira- 
tors was in progress before Judge 
Greene. He was being defended by a 
San 
Francisco 
lawyer, whose bril- 


liancy had been dimmed by a too-lre- 
quent indulgence in alconolic bever- 
ages. 
On this .particular evening the 


lawyer was noticeably under the ef- 
fects of liquor. He didn't like the idea 
'of trying the case at night and voiced 
his sentiments accordingly. .He didn't 
like Judge Greene's* style 'of 
doing, 


business, and he didn't hesitate to tell 


him. 
The Judge controlled his tem- 


per admirably, but shortly before mlG- 
night, as an adjournment was about 
to be taken, he called the obstreperous 
lawyer before him. He told the attor- 
ney that his language was contemptu- 
ous and disgraceful, and the attorney 
replied that he was glad of it. 
Then 


the Court said if the attorney would 
apologize he would take no further ac- 
tion in the matter, but the. attorney 
was obstinate and defiant. I was be- 
ginning to wonder at the self-control 
displayed by the Judge, and his ex- 
treme leniency, when the Judge said, 
and there was emotion in his voice: 
"You are guilty of contempt of court, 
you will not apologize and yet I will 
not punish you. I cannot forget that 
we were classmates in college, and it 
is because of the old friendship that 
I cannot find it in my heart to inflict 
the penalty which your conduct has 
justified. You may go." And the law- 
yer wandered' out into the darkness of 
the night. 


If Judge Greene was sometimes se- 


vere with litigants and attorneys, his 
dislike for confirmed criminals appear- 
ing before, him was always apparent. 
But for one who was taking his first 
step in crime, no one was more in- 
clined to lend an uplifting hand than 
this Judge. I had just been .admitted 
to practice law when he appointed" me 
to defend a young fellow without pay, 
who had broken into the Meek ware- 
house near Haywards and was accus- 


ed of burglary. 
The defendant 'was 


about eighteen years ot age, falr-halr- 
ed and didn't laote like a criminal: He 
was very anxious to plead guilty; and 
take his sentence, but I determined to 
see Judge Green before permitting him 
to do this: I teund the Judge In his 
Chambers talking berseflesh -with shis 
old friend, ''Boe'1 Sathamj 
If there 


was one sub.Jeet the Judge'would taltt 
Ufaout morning! Moan and" flight It waH 
the qualities ei a good harse, and he 
waa on his favorite subjeet when J 
broke In on Mm, I explained to him 
the .object of my. visit. 


'"Whatl" he exclalmodf "let a. burg- 


lar go upon his promise to do better! 
Never. . The law Is not severe enough 
for that class. 
Criminals should 
be 


horse-whipped within an Inch of their 
lives rather than Bent to jail." 


"But," I Bald, this .Is -his. first of- 


fense,' and "he; Is willing to plead guilty 
and go to State Prison if you: so or- 
der." 
The Judge, however, gave me 


no satisfaction. 
In a day or two my 


burglar'appeared before 
him. 
.The 


Judge looked him over carefully 
I 


understand you want to plead .guilty?" 
he said finally. The young fellow-nod- 
ded assent. "I'll continue your case, 
said His Honor, "a day or tn o 
That 


day the Judge told me if I would give 
a nominal bond for the young man's 
good behavior he would release him on 
probation.' He liked his appearance. .1 
furnished the bond 
and 
the last I 


heard of my erring : friend he was a 
hard-working .rancher in the northern 
part of this State. 
. 


Judge Greene had 
a 
trait which 


some of his closest friends, never su's- 
pected, and which it would be hard to 
convince a casual acquaintance that he 
failed to possess, 
namely, self-confi- 


dence. He frequently spoke about this 


j trait, and more than once said it near- 
ly cost him an education. 


"When I was fifteen years old," he 


remarked on one occasion, "I came to 
the conclusion that my brain -was such 
that I could never make anything of 
it, and I quit school. My parents had 
moved to "Wisconsin and I worked for 
my father at farm work, blacksmith- 
ing and other hard labor. • One day I 
was sitting on the road near my home, 
breaking rock to be used in the foun- 
dation of a new housee. I was then 
twenty-one' years of age. 
Since leav- 


ing school at the age of fifteen, I had 
not looked into a book, ..It was'a hot 
day, the work was hard and I was 
disgusted with life. I noticed, coming 
along the road, a fine team and as the 
team passed me I stopped work to 
look at the.occupant of the buggy. He 
was a young man who had recently 
located in the town, started a school* 
or academy and 
was 
making some 


money. He had been in my class at 
the .time I quit.school, and was one of 
the .dullest scholafs'.in it, andi.yet there 
he was earning money and "driving, a 
fine team. 
"Why cannot I do"" the 


same?" I said to myself. I determined 
then and there that I would go-back 
to school. In less than a year I had 
studied the course which usually re- 
quires three, or four years of study, 
and was admitted to Bowdoin Colege. 
It was that fine team that my old 
schoolmate drove that caused me to 
have an education." 


In the death of Judge 
Greene 
a 


strong man and a. righteous Judge has 
passed away, but he will ever be 'kept 
in' memory by those who were his 
friends.

when he was a youth of 20, he 


learned that the British Government waa 
losing about $500,000 a year through tha 
use of 
forged 
stamps. 
Ha set about 


finding a remedy. 
In mne months hs 


discovered how to 
forge 
Government 


stamps with 
the 
greatest ease 
This 


was a risky bit of knowledge for a strug- 
gling young man who wanted mones 
wherewith to get married to the girl o{ 
his choice 
But joung Bessemer hav- 


ing invented forthwith 
the perforated 


stamp that is now known everywheie 
went gayly to the Government officials 
with the torgenes in his pocket to as'< 
if thej were genuine. When Sir Charles 
Presley passed them as genuine, Besse- 
mer remarked that he knew they were 
forgeries — "simply 
because 
I 
forged 


them myself"

suggested a 


remedy 
It was accepted Bessemer was 


offered the post 
of 
superintendent of 


stamps—for plant and staff must be re- 
organized—at 53,000 to $4.000 a year 


Young Bessemer went away happily to 


tell his good luck to the girl of his

tion, how old stamps had been picked off 
documents and used again and how he

The Hotel. St. .Regis- Is scarcely one 


block away and scores of the finest city 
homes in America are in the section of, 
the street' of' which St. .Thomas "was 
practically .the. center.

The fire;.was confined to the church. • 
Defective electric wiring is'supposed 


to. have started the- fire. , The loss is 
estimated by Fire Chief Croker at least 
a Quarter of million 'dollars.

ings and has reliefs -were ruined. '

A man who can sit for thirty-six years on the bench in the same 


Bounty and be elected six consecutive times by majorities generally 
far in excess of the vote of his party must retain the confidence of 
the community to an extraordinary degree. If he be a man whose 
personal independence is aggressive and who takes no pains to in- 
gratiate himself with the masses, the popular estimate of his worth 
and rectitude, as evidenced by repeated and decisive votes of confi- 
dence, must be accepted as all the more conclusive. 


Such a man was Hon. William Ellsworth Greene, Superior Judge 


of Alameda county for thirty-six years. He was uncompromising 
in manner and character. He did nqt seek popular favor by cater- 
ing to its prejudices. He was neither bland, suave nor soft-spoken in 
alluding to the public 
He was not what is termed "a mixer," and 


employed none of the arts by which many men gain and hold favorable 
public opinion. His brusqueness on the bench was proverbial. He 
enforced order in court and obedience to his judicial mandates with 
stern severity. 
He permitted no trifling with the court on the part of 


attorneys, witnesses and jurors. He was not indulgent with faults or 
mistakes if they interfered with judicial processes. 
While 
a loyal 


friend and a charming companion to a chosen circle of intimates, he 
presented a rather cold exterior to the mass of men. 


Yet this man was invincible before the voters of Alameda county 


when a candidate for judicial office. This was because his judicial 
integrity was unspotted, his impartiality unquestioned, his courage a 
matter of proverb. 
He \vas absolutely fearless in the discharge of 


his duty, and he expedited the business of the courts. He was im- 
patient of delays and obdurate in the matter of granting continuances 
on trivial grounds. 
He exerted himself to prevent chicanery .at the 


bar and to baffle attempts to turn court processes to improper uses. 


It is obvious that a judge of this type is invaluable on the bench. 


This fact was well understood by the people of this country, and that 
is why hundreds of men who disliked Judge Greene personally voted 
for him regularly at elections. It was a rare tribute to worth. 


But Judge Greene had a lovable side to his character that only a 


limited number of people saw. Those who looked behind the cold 
exterior and the harsh manner saw a warm heart teeming with kindly 
emotions and lasting friendships; unflinching loyalty and a fondness 
for the healthy activities of outdoor life. 
His weakness was a love 


for 'thoroughbred horses, and this weakness kept him financially em- 
barrassed f6r many years—not because he bet on races or anything of 
that kind, but because he tried to breed horses and keep them although 
his engrossment in official duties prevented htm from devoting the 
personal attention to fine stock breeding necessary to make it a finan- 
cial success. By a singular contradiction, he was too trustful with 
the very class with whom he should have been wary. Disaster was 
the natural result. Judge Greene was a proud man, and he bore 
his losses and disappointments with fortitude, although they cut him 
off from some of the dearest aspirations of his life. 
He permitted 


himself to suffer from misconstruction rather than humiliate himself 
by explanations. 


When it came to his personal affairs, Judge Greene's pride was 


stronger than his moral courage, which in other respects was splen- 
did ' Nevertheless he held a warm place in the hearts of the people 
of Alameda. The respect they entertained for him was akin to love, 
and now that he is gone his rugged virtues will be recalled with afiec- 
tionate remembrance. Hts services to this community are beyond 
computation. He held the scales of justice for thirty-six years and 
the equity of their balance "was never once questioned—a magnificent 
record truly. 
Civilization has no finer product, and none more neces- 


sary to the higher development of government, than the honest and 
fearless Judge 
William Ellsworth Greene was that, and his mem- 


ory will live long in the land 


ly 
revision m some particulars; 
he is also a warm advocate of j < 


reciprocity.

The Chinese Honor Code 


"A Chinaman[s word is as good as his oath, says Cassini. 
In 


what year of the world will this be said of the American?" 
This sar- 


castic question is asked by the St. Louis Post-Dispatch'. The editor 
of that paper is not familiar with Chinese ways nor understands the 
Chinese character. In a business transaction the word of a Chinaman 
is" to be implicitly relied upon. 
No people live up to their commer- 


cial obligations so religiously as the Chinese, but put a Chinaman on the 
stand to testify in a court of law and he will lie without scruple. It does 
not occur to him that it is anything dishonorable; he knows other 
Chinamen will do the same thing. According to his code of honor he is 
bound to do whatever he agees to do, but there is no binding obligation 
on him to tell the truth about a past transaction or occurrence. 
He 


will perjure himself over and over to help a friend 
or 
punish an 


enemy, but his simple promise to do something is as good as gold. 
People with Western ideas cannot understand how a man who is 
strictly honest in his dealings with men and whose word is as good as 
most white men's bond should lie with shameless effrontery in tes- 
tifying to facts in court, but that is because they fail to grasp the 
subtleties of the Oriental character. As business men the Chines* 
have many sterling virtues. As citizens they have very little virtue. 
As the agent for some individual or firm a Chinese will exhibit strict 
integrity and rare fidelity. ,'As a public official, he will be systemat- 
ically corrupt, selling justice, betraying the law and accepting bribes 
as a matter of business.

While hunting for "local color" in the penitentiary at Carson 


City, Nev., Mr. Hamlin Garland was subjected to the unpleasant 
experience of being confined in a cell for three hours with a convict- 
ed and somewhat profane murderer for a neighbor. 


Mr. Garland had intended to acquire his supply of "local color" 


in half an hour, but a sociable warden forgot him. Three hours is 
little enough time for an author in search of 'local color" to spend 
in a penitentiary. If he really desired to know something at first 
hand about prison life he should be willing to spend a year in solitary 
confinement, or at best at hard labor. 
,. 


"Local color" is one of the most entertaining of the American 


novelist's fads and fancies. He attends a political convention and 
thinks he knows all about politics. He goes on an excursion to New- 
port and knows all about the social life of the Four Hundred. 
He 


spends an evening at a Broadway roof garden and has mastered the 
life of the Tenderloin. 
He visits the Stock Exchange and is straight- 


way equipped to saturate 376 pages of a novel with the doings of 
high finance. He is like the actress, who spends two weeks on a 
Jersey farm and by copying a sunbonnet gains all the materials for 
a star appearance in a bucolic melodrama. 


Most American novels are flaring with "local color" applied with 


a whitewash brush. It is all acquired while you wait. That helps 
to account for the status of American fiction, in which scores of novels 
are turned out every year by novelists who never have the time or 
patience or persistence to understand the thing they are trying to 
write about 
But probably it is much more profitable that way. Any 


kind of color may be good enough for readers who care no more 
about the real tints than the novelist himself.—New York World.

Sir James Crichton-Browne con- 


tends, in opposition to the Osier the- 
ory, that many contributions of ines- 
timable value 
have 
been made to 


knowledge by men more than sixty 
years old. The great specialist laya 
down the following rules conducive to 
long life; • 


Be moderate. 
Take plenty of exercise. 
Take plenty of sleep. 


'•X>o not worry. 


Eat sparingly of fish and meat. 
Eat plenty of bread, 
milk, 
fruit, 


sugar, rice and peas. 


Sir James says the fact that cen- 


tenarians are more numerous among 
the negro races is because they un- 
consciously 
follow these rules. He 


proved by statistics that, while a. white 
man is awake seventy-five years out 
of a hundred, a negro is awake only 
about fifty years. 


Some time ago twenty men and wo- 


men who had passed the century mark, 
gave a set of rules by which they had 
abided and to which, they said, they 
owed their longevity. 
Of these twen- 


ty, twelve were women and eight men. 
The flrst rule that the majority- agreed 
upon was that excesses of all kinds 
should .be avoided. The next in favor 
was that worry should be banished. 
The strongest and most active among 
the number asserted that the 
chief, 


requisite of long life was hard work, 
while several . approved the 
use of 


liquor and tobacco moderately. 


Many aged men now active In pub- 


lic service have heartily approved of 
the stand taken by Sir Charles Crich- 
ton-Browne, and they all are in sym- 
pathy with the belief that the span of 
human life .can be extended by a wise 
economy of the vital forces and an 
earnest endeavor to improve the con- 
dition of society. 


Lord Strathcona, the grand old man 


of Canada, who is eight-five years old, 
says that he has been a worker since 
he was eighteen and that the secret 
of his longevity is moderation. "As 
for the lethal-chamber suggestion and 
the forty year limit of Professor Os- 
ier—nonsense," he says. 


The subject of longevity was discus- 


sed widely by same of the foremost 
physicians of New York recently, of 
whom four of the best known have 
consented to publish their opinions. 


Among the rules they lay down are 


these:

Do not 


overeat.

It does not all depend on ithe pow- 
ers of resistance which a man .is able 
to call forth. If each individual would 
live properly, however, and take, the 
proper care of himself, I do believe 
that he can certainly lengthen his life.1

—Statement of Female Detective. 


It's the good old summer time with

"Sherlock Holmes" out of business. Or 
to say the least, it's the woman detec- 
tive's "dull times," for while the pur- 
suit of shoplifters is never "out of sea- 
son," it is a much more difficult mat- 
ter for a woman to conceal appropri- 
ated articles in the folds of an organ- 
die gown than it is for her to hide 
them within the mysterious depths of 
a heavy winter cape or in a muff. 


And alas, while it is pitiable 
to 


speak of, the shoplifter in the femi- 
nine gender, women are the main of- 
fenders, and hark ye, women between 
the ages of 35 and 45! 


The oldest woman I 
ever caught 


stealing was 64 years of age, and 'the 
youngest was a girl of seven, but such 
cases are rare," said a female detec- 
tive, "and while most of the thefts are 
made by women of the middle class— 
by the comfortably well to do—very 
poor women and women who hold po- 
sitions 
in 
the 
most exclusive and 


wealthy circles have been among those 
whom I have caught in the act of pur- 


loining articles from the stores of this 
city." 


" 'Oh, if you only knew who I am 


you'd never accuse me of stealing,' 
said a handsome matron in seal skin 
jacket and beautiful gown last winter 
when I accosted her after having no- 
ticed her take at least $25 worth of 
hand-made lingerie from a sales table 
and stuff it in the front of her jacket. 


" 'Oh, yes, I would, madam,' I. .re- 


marked, 'for I am no respector of per- 
sons. I simply want to know if you 
are going to pay for those articles in 
the front of your 
jacket,' I added. 


When the woman realized that she had 
been discovered in her theft, she turn- 
ed deathly pale and confessed, ascrib- 
ing it to her weakened physical con- 
dition. Her confession and willingness 
to pay full value, as well as to allow 
the store from which the articles were 
stolen to search her residence if they 
deemed flt, saved her from the Police 
Court, but the fright that she had, and 
the nearness to public exposure has 
cured 
the 
woman completely, for I 


have •watched 'her many times since 
and she never for an instant falters. 


"In our business one has to be very 


cautious and very sure in making ar- 
rests ,and the secret of success is not 
to accuse the suspect oneself, but let 
her convict herself, for she'll do it as 
sure as fate if one goes at her right. 


"It's the woman who denies that she 


has stolen anything and who makes a 
fuss and fume that gets the worst of 
it. . The one who gives wrong names 
and addresses—and let me say here, 
name she generally gives 
a 
wrong 


name she generally gives the name 'of 
her very best friend. 
Singular, isn't 


it? 
But those tricks are useless, for 


if we find she has deceived us, she 
is taken right into "the Police Court 
and there the truth comes out." 


The women's resting rooms and 


lounging rooms that have been intro- 
duced into all the large stores during 
the past few years have been a ver- 
itable boon to the shoplifter, for after 
making a raid through a store they 
generally go into the dressing rooms 
and seek a place where they can 
change the papers or parcels so that

other store and no one would suspect 
anything when they make their exit. 


• "I always find string and wrapping

SOME TRICKS OF LONDON GROCERY 
TRADE 


"Most people would be astonished if they knew how many London 


shopkeepers are compelled to resort to all sorts of mean ecdnomies," said 
a Londoner who is now visiting this country, but who served many years as 
an assistant in a large provision store in the English capital. 


"I don't believe there is any Yankee shrewdness to equal It. Even the 


Londoners would be incredulous it. one told them that many of the shopmen, 
especially those in the provision departments, are absolutely compelled to 
practice the tricks of the trade. At the' shop I worked at, if any one of the 
assistants was discovered giving full weight he would be at once dismissed 
and another man more expert at 'weighing up' put in his place. 


"This seems, I know, a sensational sort of statement to make, but. it 


is, nevertheless, quite true. In some shops I have worked in the proprietors 
absolutely discourage honesty—make it, in fact, an utter impossibility for 
any assistant to serve the public in an honest and straightforward manner. 


"What do I mean? Well, take, for instance, the butter counter under 


my charge. I am served out with forty pounds of butter and ten pounds of 
wrapping paper—each weighed to the fraction of an ounce—and for these 
I must show returns for fifty pounds of butter! If I do not, there is trou- 
ble ahead. 


. "How is it done? Water, of course, weighs heavy, so we use plenty of 


it while 'patting' the butter into shape. Dash some more water on the paper, 
then thump butter and paper onto the scales together; snick a bit off if the 
scale goes down heavily or smack a morsel on if it won't move; take it off 
and give it another pat, then thump the lot on again. The scale moves down 
slightly, and, whisk! off comes the butter and another paper goes around It. 
Butter, water and paper only weigh just a pound altogether; but, of course, 


the customer pays the same price for the paper and water as for the but- 
ter. This '-weighing up,' I might say, is done very quickly and neatly. 


"Cheese is much easier to manipulate, and occasionally, when our but- 


ter receipts are low can make up the deficiency at the cheese counter. A 
lady asks, we will say, for a pound of cheese—'eightpenny Cheddar'—and I 
cut a piece which weighs slightly more.. Picking up a few of the smaller 
weights,.! put one or two on each side of the balance. Perhaps the cheese^' 
weighs half an ounce over the pound. 'Seventeen ounces, ninepence, mad- 
am,' I say. 'Will that do?' And as a rule she takes it without question, thus 
paying for the extra half ounce at the rate-of 2s. 8d. per pound. 


"In the other departments it is the same. Tea is usually weighed in a 


'lead' wrapper, and sugar, 
of course, in the familiar thick and heavy pa- 


per, so that in every case the customer pays for the wrapper at the same 
rate as for the article. 


Of course it is not fair to the public, but what can we assistants do?. 


If we are at any time found giving more than 'weight' we are reported and 
most probably dismissed. The ..manager will sometimes-send a small 'boy 
or girl into the shop for some butter or cheese on the scale again.. If it—w 
ger hands, him the package, he bounces into the shop arid puts the butter 
or cheese on he scale again. If it—with the paper—just balances, then all's 
well; but if the scale goes down, showing that you have given good weight, 
then trouble follows. 


"So, as there are scores of butter-men and other grocers' assistants 


unemployed, and just watching, as it were, for a chance to step into our 
berths, we have to be very, very careful not to give any cause for 
com- 


plaint"

Ezrra Deeoto announced the successful 
termination of negotiations,- which will 
bring Griffin to Berkeley- as second in 
command to Kniiibs. The significance 
of Griffin's appointment is that Cal- 
ifornia will this year commit herself 
to a new football policy,; and, trusting 
in Dartmouth's methods,'will strive to 
inject a new and victorious spirit into 
gridiron affairs for the blue and gold. 


The -football authorities at Berkeley 


have 
carefully 
studied the 
relative 


merits of Eastern systems of the last 
few years, and they believe, that Dart- 
mouth, although a small and formerly 
insignificant 
college, has developed 


methods which are the strongest of any 
in the country today. Handicapped' by 
lack of numbers, the Dartmouth .teams 
have, nevertheless, year after year suc- 
ceeded in tying or defeating Harvard, 
recognized as the strongest of the "Big 
Four" and the peer of any o£ the great 
Eastern elevens. It is Harvard's sys- 
tem which has been taught Stanford 
by Lanagan and Reid, and the instruc- 
tion has been successful in compassing 
California's defeat last year and prac- 
tically her defeat in the tie game of 
the year before. Captain James Force 
of the Berkeley team argues that, If 
Dartmouth methods were proved su- 
perior time after time on Eastern grid- 
irons with the relative strength of the 
two teams remarkably unequal, Dart- 
mouth methods should easily triumph 
when pitted against Harvard methods 
where the two 'varsities have prac- 
tically the same material from which 
to draw.

to Dissipate a Common Error 


About College Societies. 


•BERKELEY, August 
8.—An 
ex- 


haustive record of statistics, showing 
the percentage of those .who entered 
college with the class of 1905 gradu- 
Iting and also how college activities 
influence college 
records, has 
been 


compiled by D. S. Adams, a senior stu- 
dent in the College of Social Sciences, 
University 
of 
California. 
Valuable 


and, 
in some cases, rather startling 
facts nave been brought to light by 
Adams in his compilation, upsetting 
many previously held theories in re- 
gard to college activities in their re- 
lation to the college work of the stu- 
dents. 
Heretofore, it has always been the 
general fcelief that a much 
greater 
number of non-fraternity 
men 
are 
graduated than fraternity members, 
as it is contended that the frat men 
have too good a time to study as hard 
as the others. But Adams' figures dis- 
prove this claim, for of the men enter- 
ing with the class of 1905, 23.ii per cent 
of fraternity men graduated and 24.4 
per cent o£ non-fraternity men gradu- 
ating, thus making but 1.1 per cent 
difference. The condition existing in the 
case of the sorority and non-sorority 
women students, the percentage 
in 


this class being 36.30 a«d .87.7 per cent 
respectively. 
Some interesting data regarding the 


influence of athletics on the students 
is brought out by Adams in his tables. 
Only 12.5 per cent of big "C" football 
players were graduated, while none of 
the baseball players received their di- 
plomas. 
Of 
the 
freshman football 
players,' 1S.1 per cent graduated. Fifty 
per cent of the big; "C" track men 
graduated, thus showing that 
track 


tables takes the least time of any of 
the college athletics. 
In giving his reasons for compiling 
the table, Adams says: 
"Frequently such questions are asked 
as 'What per cent of those that ente^r 
college graduate 
with 
their 
class? 


"What per cent of the technical stu- 
dents and what per cent of the Stu- 
dents from the general colleges gradu- 
ate? 
How do the men 
and women 


compare in the numbers that graduate 
with their class, and do college activi- 
ties tell on college records-?' 


"With considerable care I have pre- 


pared the statistics of the class of 
1905, 
which will to a degree answer 


such questions as suggested above. 


"By. the class of 1905 I include those 
that entered in August, 1901, and grad- 
uated in December, 1904. or May, 1905.

Goodfellow. representing the raisin grow 
ers; and George W. Armsby. A. Garter, 
laub. L. L. Gray. C. TV. Griffin and D- J. 
Guggenhime, 
representing 
the 
raisin 
packers. Mr. Crocker is selected as an 
independent, allied with neither interest. 
but friendly to both and enthusiastic in 
promoting the interests of this State.
